Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments regarding to the 
independent claims 1, 5 and 9 including claim 12 have been fully considered by the examiner. The Applicants discuss the specific 
language used in the specification and argue that the WO99/09678 does not determine how long a particular frequency may be used 
based on durations of active time slots and relate to how often the change must be made. Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, but not the measure of invention, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims for the purpose of 
avoiding the prior art. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Further, the Applicants are requested to 
clarify the claim language in claims 1, 5, 9 t and 12 to reflict the present invention as discussed in applicants' arguements. 
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
